As a nation, there is one thing 
wrong with us, we don’t laugh 
enough. If you don’t believe this, 
just look back through the national 
best seller lists. The first best sell- 
er in the history of American fic- 
tion was Susan Warner’s “The 
Wide, Wide World,” published in 
1850. In its 574 pages there are ex- 
actly 245 tear flows. Miss Warner 
started the ball rolling for Ameri- 
can tear-jerkers. “Uncle Tom’s Ca- 
bin” followed with its proportion- 
ate share of weeping and that great 
temperance novel, “Ten Nights in 
a Barroom”’ was just as tear-com- 
pelling to the tender emotions of 
the American public. 

When Mark Twain and his jump- 
ing frog came along there was some 
hope that laughter would sweep 
through the country and dry away 
the tears, but Mark Twain left no 
worthy successor, 

; Take our own century. One of the 
best sellers was “Mrs. Wiggs of the 
Cabbage Patch.” There are laughs 
in it to be sure but every laugh has 
a compensatory tear. “The Little 
Shepherd of Kingdom Come,” fair- 
ly oozed pathos that was dear to 
the American heart. “The Rosary” 
gave us delicious moments of sad- 
ness and who didn’t grieve over the 
suffering borne with such cheer- 


fulness by that unmitigated little 
bore Pollyana. 
For a season there was hope 


again when there was a run on that 
wittly little book “Gentlemen Pre- 
fer Blondes,” but it came to noth- 
ing and in the next few years we 
were whimpering over the plight 
were mhimpering over the plight 
of “Mother India,’ we were wail- 
ing over Pearl Buck’s Chinamen in 
“The Good Earth,” and our long- 


the misfortunes of Marie Antoin- 
ette over in France. 
Since that time we 
back to the home ground to shed 
our tears. We have dripped them 
over Margaret Mitchell’s confeder- 
ate soldiers and we have literally de- 
luged the Joad family of “Grapes 
of Wrath.” If we don’t have a few 
hearty laughs soon not only are our 
tear ducts going to run dry we are 
going to lose our sense of propor- 
tion at a time when as a nation in 
a world crisis we are most in need 
of it. No, the comic strips, Walt 
Disney, 
Brothers are not enough. An ex- 
cellent test of the civilization of a 
country is its appreciation of com- 
edy and the test of true comedy as 
a critic of the last century put it. 
is that it shall awaken thoughtful 


laughter. Today more than at any 
time we need books that will do 
this, for humor is the persevera- 


tive of sanity. 

There is no accounting for the 
kinds of books that take the coun- 
try by storm, Morris Adler’s “How 
to Read a Book’ for example. It 
isn’t an easy book to read. The au- 


learning is strewn with rocks, not 
roses. In fact, we wouldn't be sur- 
prised any day to learn that some- 
one had written a book of first aid 
“How to Read ‘How to Read a 
Book’, which, after all, would nul- 
lify Mr. Adler’s purpose. 

The book is packed with good 
things for the receptive mind. It 
ls a book to own as it grows with 
our growth. Don’t be discouraged 
if it seems to be dry up-hill work at 
first reading. Put it aside and go 
back to it every few months. You 
will be more than repaid. 

In a recent lecture Brother Leo 
of St. Mary’s gave the seven ele- 
ments which go to make up civil- 
ization in an individual, in a race 
or in a period. They are worth pon- 
dering over, so we quote from our 
notes: 

1s Leisure—utilized for 
tion, and for enlightenment. 

2. The value of spiritual con- 
ceptions over material. 

3. Qualitative rather than quan- 
titive standards to be cultivated— 
not how many and how much but 
how good, how fine. 

4. Confidence to be placed in ea» 
lightened character rather than in 
laws. Wherever there is barbarism 
there are taboos and detailed laws. 

5. Intellectual and spiritual lib- 
erty. 

6. Unusually high level of artistic 
achievement and appreciation. 

7. A conscious and deliberate 
participation in the heritage be- 
queathed by preceding ages.

War Would Benefit 
Hitler at This Time

SHANGHAI reports that Ger- 
many is trying to sttr up a war 
between Japan and the United 
States lack confirmation but they 
' have a suficient 
air of plausibil- 
ity to have set 
the state de- 
partment to in- 
vestigating 
them with a 
vengeance Thie 
story. at feast 
appears to he 
believed in Lon- 
don, Paris and 
The Hague,

Tokio Gets Busy 


The obvious conclusion was that 
it behooves the mikado to grab 
the -islands ahead of the British 
and French. It was a conclusion 
which the Tokio government im- 
mediately drew, for it began at 
once to forecast the urgency of a 
speedy grab of Japan’s own. 


It was a forecast which, in 
turn, promptly elicited Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull’s warning 
that no grabbing must be done, so 
,far as the East Indies are con- 
| cerned. 


Naturally, Japanese-American 
relations were strained. Secretary 
Hull’s warning, to be sure. was as 
, applicable to the British and 
French as to Japan. However, 
the Britjsh and French wouldn't 
object a bit to having the East 
Indies protected by the United 
States, and Japan would. The Brit- 
ish and French would like it. in 
fact; it would take a dubious job 
trom off their hands. But the Jip 


anese want those islands for themei 


jselves.

against the Allied armies in north- 
eastern France and Belgium. 

The Allied forces fought back 
grimly but apparently without seri- 
ously checking the Germans and, 
in Paris, Premier Paul Reynaud 
charged that “unbelievable faults” 
had been committed through failure 
to blow up a bridge over which the 
Germans first smashed through the 
Maginot line defenses on the Meuse 
river. He said those responsible 
would be punished, but did not make 
clear whether they were “fifth col- 
umn” traitors or blunderers. 

In lightning but powerful blows 
that seemed to smother the Allied 
counter attacks, the German armies 
were Officially reported to have 
broken up the the main French | 
army in the north, captured its 
staff and commander, Gen. Henri 


Giraud, and taken the town of 
Amiens, Arras and Abbeville in a 
drive to cut off and attack possibly 
1,000,000 British, French and Bel- 
gian troops in Flanders. Abbeville 
itself is 12 miles from the channel 
coast but if the Germans hold it 
the break through is complete.
